The Commemora- 
tive Medal which was 
struck by the Robbins Co. 
of Attleboro depicts the 
following: 

The obverse displays the 
seal of Haverhill. Inside 
the rim, and at the top, is 
the word “Haverhill” and 
to the bottom “Settled 
1640. Instituted a city 
1870.” In the top center of 
the shield is an arm hold- 
ing a shoemaker’s ham- 
mer, surrounded by a boot 
and slipper. The hottom of 
the shield shows a hill with 
rising sun; to the left two 
Indian wigwams, to the 
right are shoe factories. 
Beneath the shield is a 
half wreath of oak and 
laurel. Over the shield is 
a crest. Over the crest, on 
a scroll, is ‘“Pentucket.” 

The reverse shows four 
historic pictures, imposed 
over a map of Haverhill. 
Going clockwise, a picture 
of Hannah Duston; a pio- 
neer woman captured by 
Indians in 1697, she kill- 
ed and scalped 10 Indians 
before escaping. John 
Greenleaf Whittier, shown 
as an old man, was born 


in Haverhill in 1807. Of. 


va 


ed “Pent tucket”’ — 


the many poems he wrote, 


his “Snowbound” was in 
all likelihood his most pon- 
ular and established him 
as one of America’s great- 
est poets. The Whittier 
Homestead, built in 1688, 
still stands in Haverhill. 
The little one-man shoe 
shop, depicted on the 
medal, was the forerunner 


of the great factories that — 
made Haverhill the largest: ~ 


shoe producer by 1890. A 
contemporary figure of 
Haverhill is denicted by a 
1964 Olympic Gold Medal 
winner. 

The silver edition of the 
Commemorative Medal is 
limited to 2,000 pieces, 
serially numbered, at $7.59 
each. The bronze medal 
sells for $2.00 each, no 
more than 10,000 of these 
will be sold. Medals may 
be ordered from the 
325th Anniversary Com- 
mittee, Inc., P.O. Box 1265, 
Haverhill, Mass.

Florida has passed a law 
to restrain treasure hunt- 
ers who seek gold and sil- 
ver coins and priceless re- 
lics known to lie in the 
holds of sunken ships off 
the coasts. 

The act requires that “all 
salvage operations must be 
carried out under the im- 
mediate supervision and 
control of official represen- 
tatives of the State Board 
of Antiquities.” 

The state is authorized 
to negotiate the purchase 
of items it considers of his- 
torical value. 


In the summer of last 
year, the recovery of $1.6 
million worth of treasure 
from a sunken Spanish gal- 
leon off Fort Pierce focused

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The newiy released 1966 
Red Book shows another 
banner year for U.S. coin- 
age prices despite many 
pessimistic predictions. 

Weeks prior to the re- 
lease of the new Red Book 
many rumors about lower 
prices were in circulation; 
in retrospect, the main 
reason for this line of 
thought was the pronounc- 
ed weakness witnessed re- 
cently in roll and bag 
quantities. The just releas- 
ed Red Book dispels all 
fears of price weakness, 
however, as virtually ALL

-ed broad price advances Aes 


ranging anywhere from 5 


percent to 200 percent. Un- 


derstandably, coinage of 
recent vintage failed to 
participate in this advance, 
yet sven in this category 
few declines were ap- 
parent. 

Summary 

a) All U.S. coinage of 
real numismatic value 
staged a considerable ad- 
vance- over the previous 
year’s published prices; ad- 
vances were selective, how- 
ever. This advance sets the 
stage and the general tone 
for the coin market over 
the next 12-month period. 
It should be remembered 
that the ultimate pricing 
tool for collector and deal- 
er alike remains the year- 
ly edition of the Red Book 
— all the weekly or month- 
ly price trends notwith- 
standing. 

b) Advances were most 
pronounced in Proof sets 
and type coins, although 
many individual keys and 
semi-keys responded equal- 
ly well to the general en- 
thusiasm; series ; which fail- 
ed to advance (except re- 
cent rolls) could well be- 
come major favorites dur- 
ing the next twelve months 
as collectors in search 
of opportunities discever 
“sleepers.” 

e) Trends in selectivity 
are becoming more ap- 
parent; percentage-wise 
the broadcast advances 
took place in strict Uncir- 
culated coinage followed 
closely by Proof coinage.

Conclusion 

In spite of pronounced 
price weakness in certain 
areas of the domestic and 
foreign coin markets, it 
becomes abundantly clear 
that this weakness has 
little or not affected the 
market for choice and 
quality U.S. coinage of 
proven numismatic value. 
It is equally probable that

Auction 


Bargains 
By Daniel Cavanagh 

Don’t buy anything at 
an auction just because 
it’s inexpensive. 

Before you decide to bid, 
make sure you can use the 
item offered — then, if you 
can buy it at your price, 
you have a bargain. 

This advice comes from 
Samuel Spanierman, who 
conducts the auctions at 
the Savoy Art and Auc- 
tion Galleries, 18 East 50th 
Street, New York. 

And Mr. Spanierman 
should know. Starting in 
1925 in a second-hand shop 
on Third Avenue in New 
York, Mr. Spanierman has 
for forty years been sell- 
ing paintings, sculpture, 
Antique furniture, rare 
books, autographs, and the 
other items of merchan- 
dise that are offered at 
auctions. And he has been 
conducting auctions since 
1933. 

“It’s surprising,”’ Mr. Spa- 
nierman said, “the num- 


her of people who know 
nothing about auctions.

erty they want before the 

auction. Everything at an 

auction sale is sold on an 

‘as is’ basis. This is im- 

portant and if they don’t 

make an examination, the. 

chances are good that 

they’ll be stuck. 
- “In the second place, if 
they plan to buy anything 
important, they should 
have expert advice. It’s 
frightering to think of 
someone going out to buy 
without any knowledge of 
the value or the authen- 
ticity of an item.” 

Mr. Spanierman explain- 
ed that many of the major 
art collectors were with- 
out any knowledge of art 
when they started their 
collections, but they 
bought only small items in 
the beginning. 

“You take the example 
of the late Mr. Frick,” he 
said. (The Frick Museum 
in New York is one of the 
most important private 
collections in the country.) 
“Mr. Frick began by 
spending no more than 
$100 for a painting, al- 
though he was a million- 
aire many times over. As 
he acquired knowledge in 
the field of art, he bought 
more important pieces. 
Then his choices were bas- 
ed on sound judgement.” 

Conversely, Mr. Spanier- 
man pointed out, the per- 
son with knowledge is 
able to tell when a bar- 





gain is available. He re- 
lated the story of a woman 
who bought a_ battered 
sofa at one of his auctions 
for $8. She had it strip- 
ped of its upholstery and 
found a beautiful period 
piece for which she was 
immediately offered $1500. 

It was not too long ago, 
he recalled, when he sold 
a painting at his auction 
for $300. The man who 
bought it knew art and 
knew the value of the 
painting. He had it clean- 
ed up and authenticated, 
at a cost of about $3,000, 
and then sold it for $30,- 
000. 

If ever a bargain is 
found in the area of coins 
and rare books, he said, it 
is most rare. The market 
value for coins is pretty 
well established by the 
coin exchanges, and the 
people who want them 
know exactly how much 
they should bid. He said 


the same is true of books, 


since most rare books are 
listed in catalogues with 
their market values. 

“Most of the bargains 
at auctions go to dealers,” 
he said. The dealers look 
for what they can sell. The 
bidder wanting something 
for his personal use is 
usually afraid to bid 
against a dealer.
